TRANSPORTATION DEPT. 
Allows the Department of Transportation to construct toll roads under certain conditions 
Makes numerous revisions to the Missouri Transportation Development District Act 


Exempts contractors from paying sales taxes on materials used in Department of Transportation 
projects 


Designates a portion of Highway 58 in Johnson County as the "Veterans Memorial Parkway" 

Designates certain bridges and highways and requires future highway designations to go through a

Changes the laws regarding suicide prevention 
Prohibits a person from charging a veteran's immediate family a fee for copying the veteran's 
death certificate if the copies are to be used to file for or access benefits 


Allows an adopted person born in Missouri who is an adult to receive a certified copy of their

WATER PATROL 
Increases the fee for a certificate of number when registering watercraft 


Creates the Missouri State Water Patrol Fund consisting of money collected for registering a 
vessel and increases the fee for a certificate of number 


WATER RESOURCES AND WATER DISTRICTS 


Prohibits the Department of Natural Resources from requiring that public water system reports be 
mailed to customers 


Repeals HS/HCS/HB 1433 (2004) authorizing the creation of watershed improvement districts 
Allows state to issue water pollution bonds for grants and loans
